RELATING  TO  THE  YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31st,  1942 

The  Board  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1942. 

Obituary. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  the  Board  have  to  record  the  deaths 
of  Mr.  Herbert  M.  Baker  and  Professor  F.  H.  Edgeworth  which  occurred 
since  the  end  of  the  year  under  review. 

Mr.  Baker  became  a  member  of  the  House  Committee  of  the 
General  Hospital  in  1896  and  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  House 
Committee  in  1908  which  office  he  held  until  1939.  He  took  a  keen 
and  active  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Institution  and  in  the  amalgama- 
tion  with  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary.  In  recognition  of  his  valued 
services,  he  was  elected  as  one  of  the  first  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Bristol 
Royal  Hospital. 

Professor  F.  H.  Edgeworth  was  appointed  Honorary  Assistant 
Physician  to  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary  in  1893  and  Honorary  Physician 
in  1906  which  office  he  held  until  1924  when  he  was  appointed  Hon. 
Consulting  Physician.  During  his  long  connection  with  the  Infirmary, 
he  rendered  invaluable  service. 

The  deaths  of  these  two  gentlemen  have  deprived  the  Institution 
of  two  valued  friends. 

Air  Raids. 

It  is  with  deep  thankfulness  that  the  Board  are  able  to  report  that 
no  further  damage  has  been  sustained  at  either  branch  as  a  result  of  air 
raids.  Much  of  the  damage  sustained  in  the  previous  years  has  been 
made  good. 

It  will  interest  subscribers  to  know  that  despite  the  damage  that  was 
suffered,  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital  met  all  demands  made  upon  it 
satisfactorily.  The  Board  are  pleased  to  report  that  no  patient  and  no 
member  of  the  staff  received  serious  injury  at  either  branch  in  any  raid. 

In-patients. 

Additional  wards  have  been  made  available  at  both  branches  during 
the  year  and  as  a  result  there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients  admitted  and  in  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily, 
the  figures  being  12,692  and  464-79  respectively,  as  compared  with 
10,150  and  348-77  in  the  previous  year.  In  addition  a  considerable 
number  of  patients  have  been  dealt  with  at  other  Hospitals  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  E.M.S. 
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Out-patients. 

The  number  of  patients  who  attended  in  the  various  outdoor 
departments  was  77,416,  an  increase  of  11,356  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  Further  details  relating  to  both  in-patients  and  out¬ 
patients  are  given  on  page  16. 

Radiological  Department. 

This  Department  has  grown  in  size  and  importance  to.  such  an 
extent  that  it  required  more  time  and  attention  than  the  Honorary 
Radiologist  could  possibly  be  expected  to  devote  to  it  in  a  voluntary 
capacity.  Upon  his  advice,  the  Board  decided  to  appoint  a  full  time 
paid  Director  in  Charge  and  Dr.  S.  Bryan  Adams  was  appointed  to  this 
office.  The  change  has  been  in  force  for  a  few  months  only  but  already 
there  is  ample  proof  that  this  was  a  wise  move.  The  Board  would  like 
to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  Dr. 
Bergin  during  the  time  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Department.  The 
Department,  which  embraces  Radium  and  all  forms  of  X-ray  apparatus 
is  of  necessity  very  expensive  to  maintain.  Under  the  Cancer  Act 
(1939)  Bristol  City  Authorities  have  the  power  to  render  very  material 
financial  assistance  but  up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  no  such 
help  has  been  received. 

The  School  of  Radiology,  Radiotherapy,  etc.,  attached  to  the 
Department  has  been  interfered  with  to  some  extent  by  the  war  and  this 
is  manifested  by  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  students. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  a  sub-centre  of  the 
Radiological  Department  has  been  opened  at  the  Kewstoke  E.M.S. 
Hospital  in  order  that  there  may  be  continuity  c-f  treatment  in  the  event 
of  either  centre  being  out  of  action  for  any  reason. 

Physio  Therapeutic  Department. 

This  is  one  of  the  largest  of  the  special  departments  as  will  be 
realised  when  it  is  stated  that  the  Massage,  Remedial,  Electrical  and  other 
treatments  given  during  the  year  were  no  less  than  155,205. 

A  large  school  for  Physio  Therapeutics  is  attached  to  this  depart¬ 
ment  and  the  examination  results  during  the  year  were  as  follows  : — 

14  passed  the  Conjoint  examination. 

5  passed  the  Electro-therapy  examination. 

Fracture  and  Orthopaedic  Department, 

This  department  like  those  previously  mentioned  serves  an  area  very 
much  larger  than  Bristol.  Since  its  inception  in  1934,  it  has  grown 
steadily  and  it  is  not  at  all  uncommon  for  doctors  to  send  patients  to  it 
with  serious  fractures  from  districts  more  than  70  miles  distant. 

During  the  year  3,617  patients,  many  of  whom  were  members  of 
one  or  other  of  H.M.  Forces,  received  treatment  in  this  department. 

Appointments  for  Out-patients. 

It  is  hoped  to  introduce  an  appointments  system  as  soon  as  certain 
alterations  to  the  Almoners  Department  which  it  will  necessitate  can  be 
carried  out.  Briefly  it  will  mean  that  anyone  wishing  to  receive  treat¬ 
ment  as  an  out-patient  must  first  make  an  appointment.  This  may  be 
done  by  writing,  telephoning,  or  calling  at  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary, 
where  the  Appointments  Department  will  be  housed,  to  see  the  Appoint¬ 
ments  Clerk.  The  person  wishing  to  make  an  appointment  will  be  in¬ 
formed  the  day  and  time  the  patient  should  attend  and  at  which  branch. 
A  card  confirming  the  arrangements  made  and  giving  the  necessary 
instructions  for  the  use  of  the  patient  will  also  be  supplied. 

Income  and  Expenditure. 

The  ordinary  income  was  £156,783  17s.  6d.  and  the  ordinary 
expenditure  £169,495  2s.  6d.  showing  a  deficit  of  £12,711  5s.  Od.  The 
ordinary  expenditure  was  greater  than  in  the  previous  year  but  this  was 
vO  be  expected  as  there  was  a  large  increase  in  the  average  number  of 


beds  occupied  daily,  and  also  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the 
wards  and  in  the  outdoor  departments. 

This  increased  expenditure,  however,  is  not  in  proportion  to  the 
increase  in  the  work  done  as  the  average  cost  per  bed  occupied  was 
£287  7s.,  a  decrease  of  £50  15s.  Id.  as  compared  with  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  extraordinary  income  amounted  to  £15,356  1  1s.  lid.  and  the 
extraordinary  expenditure  to  £2,894  5s.  0d.,  a  surplus  of  £12,462  6s.  lid. 
so  that  there  was  a  net  deficit  for  the  year  of  £248  18s.  Id. 

Contributory  Schemes. 

Considerable  support  has  been  received  from  the  various  contribu¬ 
tory  schemes  for  which  the  Board  wish  to  tender  their  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Committees  of,  and  subscribers  to,  these  various  contributory 
schemes,  which  while  benefiting  the  hospitals,  also  assure  the  members 
and  their  dependents,  expert  medical  treatment  and  nursing  skill  without 
the  anxiety  of  considering  how  the  cost  is  to  be  met. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  also  to  the  Committee  of 
and  subscribers  to  the  Lord  Mayor’s  Hospital  Fund  for  their  continued 
valuable  help.  During  the  year  under  review  a  sum  of  £3,482  2s.  Od. 
was  received  from  this  fund.

Matron.

These  Guilds  have  not  only 
made  a  great  number  of  the  articles  required  in  the  wards  and  various 
departments  but  have  also  collected  very  large  sums  of  money  to  pum 
chase  goods.  The  help  these  Guilds  have  given  and  still  continue  to  give 
is  very  considerable  and  the  Board  offer  the  Committees  and  subscribers 
their  most  sincere  thanks. 

VOLUNTARY  WORKERS. 

The  Board  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  a 
large  number  of  voluntary  workers.  Some  have  attended  regularly  to 
assist  in  the  washing  of  dishes,  etc.  Others  have  helped  as  seamstresses, 
clerks,  stretcher  bearers,  fire  watchers,  etc. 

In  particular  the  Board  wish  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
services  rendered  by  Mr.  C.  G.  Cooper  who  for  the  past  3  years  has 
acted  as  a  voluntary  collector.  During  this  time,  Mr.  Cooper  was  sum 
cessful  in  getting  a  great  number  of  people  to  become  annual  subscribers 
which  benefited  the  institution  by  several  hundreds  of  pounds.  Mr. 
Cooper  has  resigned  to  take  up  municipal  work  during  the  war.
